ſalem chat ſhall be made the praiſe of ihe

Thirdly, Though we ſhould prepare 
for ſufferings, yer let us ſtreggthen.our 
fairh, and rcjoyce in the hope of [ſuch 
times as theſe are, in the cideſt of ſuf- 


ferings ; Rejoyce, ir's an Excellentthing 
whena Chriſtian is able in the mideſt of 
ſufferings to Tejoyce in the aſſurance 6f 
a promiſe, when things go never fo coni- 
trary, yet to keep in Gods ways upon 
the expeRation of a promiſe to be fal- 
| : fall'd, 
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fill'd.. You thave an Excellent Scxipture 
in the 64. 1/e. 5. verſ. Thou meeteſi 
him thas rejoyceth and worketh Righte- 
ouſneſ,, thoſe that Remember the un thy 
ways, behold, thou art wrotb, for we have 
ſinned, In thoſe continuance, and we 
ſhall be ſaved, If youReadthis Chapter 
you ſhall find that the Church was 1n a 
ſad condition, but mark, Thou meeteſ 
bim that rejoyceth and workgth Righte- 
exſnef,, In.the ſaddeſt times there were 
ſome rhar did not onely work Rzghte- 
eujreſs but did Rejeyce and work Righ- 
teouſneſs ; Though God. was wrath , 
and all things did ſeem to be very dil- 
mal, yet:there were ſome that went on 
in the ways of Righteouſneſs, and re- 
Jjoyced in the ways of Righteouſneſs; 
It's a_ moſt Excellent. Sexipture and of 
marvellous uſe to us if God ſhould bring 
us into {ad times, for ns not only to keep 
in the ways. of Righteouſneſs, bur to 
rejoyce inthe ways of Righteouſneſs, 
.to rejoyee that ever we. were brought 
into it, and thats upon an expeRat:on 
that the Lord will ſave us.; Whatſoever 
ſufferings you meet withall, yer treng-

The believing of ſuch times, as theſe 
are, really makes Life delirable, eſpeci- 
ally becauſe God is ſo flirring 1n this: 
Age ; not for any great matters that we 


+ ſhall have onwardly in the-World for a 


while, bui that we may come to feethe 
Iſſue of all theſe ſtirs, and at length ont 
of all the confulion, To Tee Feruſalen 
to be the praiſe of the whole World. 
And therefore ia the 102. Pſalm. which 
I think verily hath referance ro theſe 
times, you ſhall find the Title of it to be, 
A Prayer of the afflifted when he over 
whelmed, and peareth out hs complaizet 
before the Lord: 

But mark, in his powring out his 
complaint betore God, how he comforts 
himfelf in the 1 3« verſe Thou ſhalt ariſe, 
and have mercy upon £ion, for the time 
ro favour her, ye the ſet time us come. 
For thy . ſervants taks pleaſure in ber 
ſtones, and favour the duſt thereof, ſo 
the Heathen ſhall fear the Name of the 
Lord, and all the Kings of the, Earth 
thy glory. When the Lord ſhall build up 
Zion, he ſhall appear in bu glory. The

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Lord ſhall appear in his glory in build- 
ing up Zion that is gow caſt down, I ſay 
it's a Ptophetical Pſalm. of the difpo- 
ſition of Chriftians a little before this 
Kingdom ſhall be made the praiſe of rhe 
Earth. | 

New mark, what thoſe do defire that 


hall live a little before theſe times, In 


the 24, verſe. 1 ſaid, O my God take me 
z20t away in the midſt of my days. Asif 
he ſhould have ſaid, O Lord, I hope that 
eare long then wilt build up Zien, and 
appear in thy glory, and fulfil chy pro- 
mifes conſerning 7era/alew, O Lord, 
cake me not away in the midſt of my 
days Itis (Ifay) a Prophetical Prayer 
of the Chriſtians that fhall live a lictle 
before Gods building up of Zion, 

Bnt you will ſay, why fhall any de- 
fire to live, for if one ſhould die (if he 
be Godly) he fhall go to Heaven and 
will it not beas good to be in Heayen, 
as to live to fee Feru/alem the praiſe of 
the Earth. 

To that Tanſwer, that though it s true, 
It wilt be as good for the Sou], But for 
Soul and Body, to live here to ſee that 
glorious adminiſtration of God in the 

Os COT” I World, 
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World, to ſee God honoured upon the 
Earth, where he hath been ſo much diſ- 
honoured, certainly it cannor but be an 
abondant of ſatisfation and contentment 
to thoſe that are gracious, and that it is 
delirable, notwithſtanding the objection, 
I make it clearely thus, from the pro- 
miſe that God gave to Children that did 
obey their Parents, in the fifth Com- 
mandment, Honour thy Father and thy 
Mother, why, That thy days may be 
long in the Land which the Lord thy 
God prveth thee. God makes a promile 
that they ſhould injoy the Land of Ca- 
2aan, ----And why, Godly Children 
ſhould go to Heaven if they had died, 
But it was accounted a mercy to live long 
in the Land of Canaar, 

Now the Land of Canaan was but a 
Tipe of the glorious Church, ſo thar 
this is a more glorious promiſe? There- 
fore (Ifay) it is delirableto live to ſee 
what God intends to do in theſe con- 
cuſciens. It is obſerv'd by ſome, that 
Fobn did never fall down, to worſhip the 
Angel but twice, and twice he fell down 
and worſhipped the Angel. Bur you 
ſhall obſerve it, If you examine the 
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laces, It was when the Angel brought 
him the tidings of this glorious Fern- 
fſalem: and Johns heart was fo taken, 
with theſe tidings, as indeed he forgets 
himſelf ſo far as to fall down'and wor- 
ſhip the Angel, which was (inful, bur I 
note it for this end, to ſhew how mighte- 
ly the heart of Fobx was taken with the 
ves of rhis new Jeruſalem; And God 
expects that though we have but a 
glimps of it now, yet that our hearts 
hould be much taken with the tidings 
of this glorious Feraſalem, when it ſhall 
be made the praiſe of the Earth. Chriſt 
hath humbled himſelf in this world, and 
hath been diſhonoured here, and there- 
fore the Father will advance him, and 
honour him iz this World as well as in 
Heaven. 

And the Heathen, and uttermoſt parts 
of the Earth are given to Chriſt for a 
poſſeſſion, but Chriſt hath not had it yer, 
and therefore let us ftrengchen our Faith, 
and joyfully expe& ſuch a time as this is, 
Thoſe whoſe hearts are carnal and ſfen- |] 
ſual, they mind only carnal and ſenſual 
things, and cannot believe theſe things, 
but fuch as have Faith to believe, they 

are 
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are able to rejoyce in the  Expeati- 
on of this glory that is to be reveal- 
ed 4 


Fourthly, Theſe truths that-hath been 
delivered about this glory of the new 
Feruſalem, they call for heavenly hearts, 
they call off all our hearts {com the 
Earth, why ſhould we have our hearts, 
groveling upon the Earth, when as God 
hath reyealed ſuch glorious things as 
theſe are, In the 60, I1/a. 1. Ariſe, 
ſhine, for thy Light u come,and the glory 
of the Lord « riſen upon thee. 

I may make uſe of it at leaſt by way 
of Alluſion thns, O ariſe, and ſhine in 
heavenlineſs , and ſhake of the duſt of 
this Earth , for here you hear of the 
glory of this Lord, and who knows but 


 1t may very ſuddainly,within alittle time 


ariſe upon us, yet the very hearing of 
It were cnough to cauſe us to ſhake of 
all Earthlineſs from our Spirits : when 
Fohn was ſhown the new Feruſalem , 
be wis carryed up, upon the mountain, 
ſo if we would underſtand the' glory of 
this Feruſalem, we muſt ger up onr 
hearts on high, It is an Obſervation of 
Mr. Brightman upon the 47h. Revel. 
G 4 W herg 
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Where we havediſcribed.he four living 
Creatures, the Zyor, the Oxe, the Aſan, 
and the Eagle, Now (faith he) theſe 
foux living Creatures do ſet forth the 
four Eftates of the Church, The Lyox 
ſets forth the ftate of the Church in the 
premitive times , they had Zyon-like 
Spirits, that were able to encopnter the 
rage of perſecuting Emperors, to endure 
all kind of Torment without having 
your hearts danted at all, -----The ſecond 
Stare of the Church was the Oe, that 
1s, Anti-chriſt prevailing, they were as 
an Oe that is a heavy and dull Crea- 
rare, fit to bear burthens, ----- But then 
the third is the Jar, that is,a man comes 
ro inquire afcer the reaſon of things, and 
to underftand things, and doth delire 
berty. Why now (faith he) in the be- 
ginning of the Reformation, the ſtate of 
che Church was like a ſan. They 
would not be under ſuch baſe Thraldom 
to.take the yoke of Anti-chriſt as they 
did before, before they 'were lead like 
beaſts, but now they were as ex, they 
would underſtand what they. did.----And 
_ thenthe fourch was like an Eagle,that is, 
loring aloft on high. When the Glnged 
"MI E'% _ 7%" ==_ 
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now 'the clear underſtanding the por 
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ſhall be m'this glorious condition, Men 
ſhall be of Heavenly minds, they ſhall 
ſore up like the Eagle, to be above the 
Earth. And certainly ſuch diſpolitions 
are fic for this new 7er«/alem,and though 
it be not yet come, yet we ſhculd labour 
ro be of ſuch diſpelitians as are fir for 


It, 

And that's the fifth uſe, To prepare 
for thele times, fit our ſelves. 

Firſt, By the Wedding Garment , 
for now comes the Bridgroom, and we 
ſhould prepare for him by the Wedding 
Garment. . 

You will ſay, what is the Wedding 
Garment by which the Saints are pre- 
pared to meet with Chrift. 

The applying of the Righteouſneſs 
of. Jeſus Chriſt, by Faith, that's the 
Wedding Garmenr, when Chriſtians 
come to underſtand clearly the point of 
Iuftification without miſtake, : There are 
ſome kind of baftening about it in theſe 
times more then before, and inquiring 
after the very grace of God in the point 


of Juſtification, bur certainly that point 


is darkened much by many errors, Bur 
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of Juſtefication, of ' Gods Righteouſneſs 
applyed by Faith, this is the Garment 
by which we are to meet with Jeſus 
Chriſt,when he ſhall appear in his glory, 
and I verily believe, that in the time of 
the new Feruſalem , the point of the 
Righteouſneſs of Jeſus Chrift-will be 
the main point of Religion that then 
will be known, and- that the hearts of 
the Saints will be taken up with all, the 
main poiat of Religion, and as we fee, 
the nearer we grow unto theic times, 
the more cleerer is the point of Juſte- 
fication revealed to us, O what ſtrange 
confſeits in times of Popery had People 
of Juftefication, andI verily believe tbat 
many of your Conlciences may tell-you, 
that a very few years lince, you had very 
ſtrange thoughts about that point, and 
underftood but little of it, but it begins 
to be clear more and more, and we ſhould 
ſtady that point more, for ſurely it is 
that point of Religion that will take up 
the heart of the People of God, moſt 
in ſuch times as theſe are. It is-calied 
the fine Linnen of the Saints, which is 
the Righteouſneſs of the Saints : Thar 
that's Tranſlated in your Books Right- 
«- ouſheſs, 
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oulſneſs, it is Righteouſneſſes of "the 
Saints, that's this. 

Not only the koowledg of the Righ- 
reoulneſs of Chriſt applyed by Faub, 
But Righteouſneſs before Men too is the 
fine Linnen of the Saints, they thall ap- 
pear Righteous before men, and Righ- 
reous, being cloathed with the Righte- 
Ouſnels of Jeſus Chriſt. And I would 
therefore commend that to thoſe that 
ſpeak much of the Righteouſneſs of 
Jeſus Chrift , know , they muſt have 
Righteouſneſſes in- the Plural - Number, 
that is, not only be careful to have 
Righteouſneſs before God through 
Chrift, but Righteouſneſs before Men, 
and that's the ſecond thing that is to be 
done for preparation of vs for Chriſts 
coming , to bave our Lamps burning, 
Holyneſs ſhining in our converſations 
before Men, to live convinling conver- 
. ations, to make the ways of Godlineſs 
| amiable. ----- And then let's watch, O 
take heed of (lumbering. ----And let us 
be conſtant in our holy profeſlion, take 
heed our Lamps do not go our. ---And 
let us humble our ſelves for our former 
defilement, we have defled our ſelves 
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by ſuperſtitious vanities in former times, 
O ler us humble our ſoules for them, 
thereby ſhall we be fitted for this glo- 
rious time. If new Fer»/alem ſhould 
come, and you not humbled for your 
former defilements, you would be unfir 
for this time. 

Sixthly, Seeing there is ſach a time 
for this new Feruſalem, why then let us 
labour to further what we can the cauſe 
of God in his Church , to make the 
Church as near to Feruſalem as we can 
now, 

For though it's true, it ſhall be 
brought to paſs by the Almighty power 
of Jeſus Chrift, yet he requires that 
his Saints ſhould pur their hands to it, 
and indeed, this ſhould be the care of 
all that make profeſſion of Godlinefs, 
ro do what they can to make Fernſalen 
ro be the praiſe of the world now. O 'tis 
a bleſſed thing to live to ſee the glory 
of God as it ſhines in this new Fery- 
ſalew, Bur if it be bieſſed to See ix, it 
is more bleſſed ro have a hand in ir, O 
let us be willing to conſecrate all that 
we are, or have for the furtherance of 
the glory of this new 7ern/alem, let us 

labour 
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labour to draw all that we can to Godli- 
neſs, and be Godly our ſelves: Thar 
ſhould be the work of all thoſe that 
profeſs Godlinels , ro labour now to 
walk ſo as to make every body in Love 
wich Godlyneſs, and to labour to wipe 
of all the aſpertiens that are caſt upon 
the ways of Godlineſs, there are ftrange 
errors and miſcariges of men, why now 
thoſe that are faithful ſhould labour to 
wipe of all thofe things. 

But on the otherlide, let them know 
that make profeſſion of Religion now, 
and walk ſcandalouſly, and are abomi- 
nably erronious in their opinions, they 
do what they. can to hinder. the glory 
of this Feruſalem, though its true, God 
will bring it about, bur thou doſt wbar 
thou canft to hinder it, O wo to thee 
that thou wert born to ſuch a time as 
this is, It's ill that thou ſhouldeſft live 
in ſuch a time as this is, to caft any 
ſtain apon Religion,that Religion ſhould 
ſuffer any thing for thee, 

Now every one that makes bur any 
ptofeſiion of Religion, O _ ſhould 
labour to walk exactly, and humbly , 
and fairhfully , and confciomably , _ 
they 
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they may win others, and ſo. others 
being won by their converſation, why 
then the People of the Land might jJoyn 
rogether, and ſay, well, verily it is theſe 
are the ſervants of the living God, and 
we will joya with them, and ſer up their 
ways, for we ſeethem to bethe ways of 
God, I this were very hopeful, that Fe- 
ruſalem were lifting up-inleed, If ſo be 
we would convince men by our holy 
converſation: But now when there ap- 
peares ſo 'much folly and baſeneſs of 
Spirit in thoſe that are profeſſors, why 
it makes men hate Religion, more then 
ever they did, and indeed, but that we 
know Gol can bring the greateſt good 
out of the greateſt Evil, one would 
think rhat there were as great a ſtop to 
the glory of the Church in theſe times, as 
ever there was, Bnt wo td thoſe that are 
the ſtoppers. And howſoever fome cry 
out, ſuch men ſtop ir, and ſuch men ſtop 
it, bur the Lord I hope will come ear 
long and will make it appear who hin- 
ders the glory. of his Churches, whi- 
cher it be thoſe that in the ſincerity-of 
their hearts labours to raiſe up Godli- 
nels to the ſtricteſt form of all, or thoſe 

that 
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that will content themſelves with . 8 
form. | 

Certainly thoſe that give up them- 
ſelves to promote the molt ſtricteſt way 
of Godlineſs, and the moſt pure Ordin- 
ances, they are not thoſe that hinder the 
Reformation, But Chriſt will own them 
to be thoſe that further the glory of this 
reformation. ROS | 

The Scripture ſpeaking of this Feru- 
ſale, ſaith, that no impure thing ſhould 
enter into it, that is, Men ſhould be as 
careful as poſlibly they can, to keep out 
all things that are impure, and ſo to raiſe 
up the ways of Godlinefs to the ſtrifteſt 
and higheſt rule that poſlibly they can, 
theſe are they that further the glory of 
this Feruſalem. 

The Laſt thing is that we have in the 
Text, give God no reſt till this be. We 
might make it a ſeveral point of Doin, 
bur I only bring it 1n here by way of 
Uſe. The truth is, when Chriſt caught 
us to -pray, Thy Kingdom come, he had 
an Eye at this,for the Kingdom of Chriſt 
is nat fully come till this time be come, 
and as in that 36. of- Ezck, 37. When 
the Lord had promiſed there ſuch glo- 
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plorious things to his People, ſaich he, 
1 will: yet for this be enquired of by the 
Houſe of Iſrael, to do it for them. $g 
though God doth' intend to raiſe up 
Feruſalem thus, yet the Lord will be 
ſought unto, for it muſt be furthered 
by Prayer : All Gods People ſhould cry 
out, Come Lord Feſms, comt quickly, tow 
long, how long holy and true wil i be 
before thou doſt this, before theſe things 
cometo pals, my precious. God loves 
importuniry, eſpecially in ſack chings as 
theſe are. : 

Divers motives I had thought of to 
have pur you on to this, to be'mighty in 
Prayer, 

Firſt, Till this time, till Feruſalew 
be thus raiſed, the truth is, the Earth 
is under a curſs, a curls all that time. 

For Firſt, all Creatures are Subje&t 
to vanity, anid that vanity ſhall nor be 
taken off, nor the bondage, tilt this 
time. | i | CF 

Secondly, There will be trouble and 
Wars continual, till this time, there will 
be nv certainty nor ſetteldneſs of things 
till Feru/alem come to be made as the 
Praiſe of the Earth; Pr OT IERESNE: 
: There 
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| There will attend afflition tothe peo- 
ple of God; yea, and to others too. 

. Yea, and their is a curſe upon mens 
Spirits, which will not be taken off till 
this time comes. 

The truthis, when we look upon what 
1s in the Earth, we can ſee little that 
ſhould make vs delire to live, in re- 
ſpeR of the earthly comforts that are 
here, and for my own part, thinking in 
my thoughts about this point ; this Me- 
dication came into my mind : I wonder 
why mea that live here, and are not uſe- 
ful, and ſerviceable, to do ſervice. for 
God 1 wonder wby they ſhould delire 
to live; for what praiſe is there in the 
Earth ? The Earth is under a curſs, Now 
were it not for this one thing, that we 
might live co make our peace with God, 
and ro do God ſervice, Iay it's a won- 
der thar any ſhould deſire to live ; for the 
truth is; AﬀMi@ions, and Fears, and 
- Troubles, will Countervail the . Com- 
forts of any that do live: But indeed, 
that will countervail our affliction, if we 
may live to do ſervice for God, but let 
us give God no reſttill this be ; becauſe 
till then, the Earth is under a curſs: It is 
| Sn 
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this that brings a glory ro the Earth, O 
it will be worth living in the World, 
when God ſhall be ſet up inthe World, 
(when Jeſus Chriſt ſhall” rule in the 
World, ) It will be worth the living, 
and not till then. CET, 

And then further, give God no ref, 
becauſe that the time is near now ;, how- 
ſoever, it is near in reſpe& of what it 
was when this Prophet thus ſpoke, for 
it was above 2000. Years ago that the 
Prophet ſpake theſe words. - 

Now the end of the world its eyen 
upon 'us, and Chrift ſeems to' be even at 
the dore, Now as it is in nature, a 
heayy thing, the nearer it comes to the 
center the faſter it moves , ſo the near- 
er we are come to this time , The 
more ſhould our hearts be ſtirred, for 
the time is even; at hand , and there- 
fore ler us pray now mightely, as we 
' find in the gth. of Daniel, Daziel did 
underſtand by Books that the time of 
their deliverance was near, Mark at the 
Shird Yerſ. The Text tells us, that 
Daniel ſer his face to ſeek. the Lord, O 
then he fafted and praycd indeed. My 
Brethren, when you have ——— - 
theſe 
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theſe preſented to you, and ſome hope- 
ful Arguments preſented likewiſe that 
theſe times are near, Learn to fet your 
ſelves to ſeek 'the Lord, and refolve 
never to [eave ſeeking, till he make this 
Jeruſalem to be the praiſe of the whole 
Earth  O my Brethren, now a praying 
heart is worth ſome thing, it is a mil- 
ſerable thing for any Manor woman, not 
to have a Spirit of Prayer in theſe times, 
a dangerous ſign that ſuch a one ſhall 
never be partaker of the glory of this 
new Jeruſalem, that hath not a praying 

Spirit in theſe times. | 
Yea, now we find there are mighty 
ſtirrings abroad in the world, the hearts 
of men are more raiſed to expe it then 
ever they were before. I remember it's 
obſerved of the woman of Samaria, you 
may ſee by her that there was a general 
expectation raiſed'of the Aeſſias, at the 
time that he came, faith ſhe, when.the 
AMeſſias comes, he will call ws all things, 
and truly there is the greateſt expeCta- - 
tion of the Saints of God, and thoſe that 
are the moſt ſtrict and holy, the greateſt 
expeRation of theſe times, as ever yet 
was, and we find the Lord is ſo ſtirring
